Claims 1-7 are currently pending. 

Priority

Drawings 

2. The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(5) 
because they do not include the following reference sign(s) mentioned in the 
description: in page 1, line 20. the reference not "109" is not included in the drawing. 
Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121(d) are required in reply to 
the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement 
drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version 
of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. Each drawing sheet submitted 
after the filing date of an application must be labeled in the top margin as either

The drawing does not show the line and the gap set forth in claim 6 and specify 
in the disclosure. Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

5. Claim 6 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. It is not clear as to what "gap" is the claim referring too. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

6. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

7. Claims 1-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Applicant Admitted prior art fig. 1 in view of EP (1031745). Applicant Admitted prior art 
fig. 1 discloses a seal spherical bearing having a housing (101) having a ball (102) 
located therein, a ring-like seal (1 04) having an inner edge (1 06) and an outer edge 
(105), one of the edges (106) having a head extending therefrom, The head lying in an 
annular groove (108) in the ball, the head is free to ride in the groove (108), a lip 
upstanding from the groove, the other edge (105) of the seal being fixedly mounted to 
the housing. Applicant Admitted prior art fig. 1 does not disclose the first edge having a 
skirt in combination with the head, wherein the skirt lying o the lip upstanding from the 
groove. EP (1031745) discloses a ball joint having a bearing seal (100) having an 
edge, the edge having a head and a skirt, wherein the skirt lying on a lip (98) 
upstanding from a groove. Therefore, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill 
in the art at the time of the invention to modify the edge of Applicant Admitted prior art 
fig. 1 to includes a skirt lying on the lip upstanding from the groove in view of EP 
(1031745) in order to prevent axial movement and rocking of the edge in the groove. 

In claim 2, Applicant Admitted prior art fig. 1 in view of EP (1 031 745) clearly 
discloses the claimed invention. 
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In claims 3-4, note the skirt of EP (1031745) is directed inwardly. 

In claim 5, Applicant Admitted prior art fig. 1 discloses the lip as claimed. 

In claim 6, Applicant Admitted prior art fig. 1 in view of EP (1031745) inherently 
discloses the claimed invention. 

In claim 7, EP (1 031 745) disclosed the skirt making contact over a 
circumferential area of the upstanding lip.
